Mr. Hoover, Mr. Sullivan said, repeated 
two or three times, "These fugitives must 
be caught" Finally. Mr. Sullivan said, "he 
said forcefully, ‘Use any means neces- 
sary. practical or effective, because these 
fugitives must be caught! " ^ 

Later. M*. Sullivan said' that* the quote 
might not be absolutely precise but that

of the director's words. Mr. Sullivan also 
said that "I passed on Mr. Hoovers staty
